WASHINGTON — Six sailors 
were killed and five injured Tuesday 
when an intense fire erupted in the 
engine room of a Navy supply ship 
heading home from a deployment sup- 
porting Persian Gulf operations, the 
Pentagon said. 

Crewmen aboard the USS White 
Plains, a food stores ship, battled the 
blaze for more than an hour before 
bringing it under control, officials 
said. The ship was in the South China 
Sea about 100 miles east of Hong 
Kong at the time. 

The Pentagon spokesman, Dan 
Howard, said that the fire occurred 
“fn the main engine spaces.” A Navy 
source said it apparently involved a 
fuel leak in and around the ship’s No. 
8 boiler. 

The 581-foot White Plains is based 
at the Pacific island of Guam and is 
crewed by a normal complement of 
403 enlisted men and 25 officers. 

Anxious relatives of crew members 
gathered at the military chapel on 
Guam Tuesday, awaiting word on the

Reckless decisions may damage spirituality

Students were told to find God as 
their master at Tuesday’s devotional 
assembly in the de Jong Concert Hall.

Child abuse in Utah County has 
reached an all-time high and contin- 
ues to rise according to many local 
authorities on child abuse. 

Jeanette Riehle, a social worker 
with the Utah State Division of Fam- 
ily Services, said the number of abuse 
and neglect referrals in Utah County 
has doubled in the last three months. 

“We only see the tip of the iceberg,” 
said Dianne Warner-Kearney, a pro- 
tective service worker at the Utah 
State Division of Family Services, 
whose responsibility it is to investi- 
gate allegations of child abuse and ne- 
glect. “We'll never really know how 
many cases there are that we never 
see.” 

The American Humane Association 
estimates that for every reported 
case of child abuse or neglect, there 
are more than two that go unre- 
ported. 

According to Lynn Jacobson, child 
protection supervisor for Family Ser- 
vices, 45 percent ofthe reported cases 
are actually substantiated. Jacobson 
attributes the rise in referrals to the 
public becoming more aware that the 
problem exists locally and that it has a 
moral duty and responsibility to re- 
port it. : 

According to Lynn Roundy, execu- 
tive director of Parents United, a 
counseling treatment center for sexu- 
ally abused victims and their families, 
the problem of child abuse is not lim- 
ited to or significantly more or less 
prevalent among any social, eco- 
nomic, racial or religious group. “Cru- 
elty to children occurs at all societal 
levels,” Roundy said. 

“The best way to combat the prob- 
lem of child sexual abuse is through 
education,” Roundy said. “The best 
cure is prevention ... we need to edu- 
cate our children on how to prevent 
sexual abuse, while at the same time 
educating parents and adults as to the 
devastating effects sexual abuse can 
have ona child’s life and development 

... an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.” 

The Family Support Center of 
Provo aids in the prevention of child 


abuse by offering a 24-hour respite 
nursery, for frustrated and stressed 
parents that need a break. “We hope 
by providing this service we are help- 
ing to prevent child abuse,” said 
Rhonda Caywood, interim director of 
the Family Support Center. “We 
don’t want to provide a Band-Aid so- 
lution to the problem, but want to 
educate parents and provide them 
with new ways of coping with stress 
and anger.” 

According to Caywood, the center 
also teaches a variety of different pro- 
grams which include adult and adoles- 
cent parenting classes, a sexual abuse 
prevention class geared towards ele- 
mentary age children called, “You’re 
in Charge”, and stress management 
classes for small children. 

“Teaching stress management to 
children is the key to breaking the 
abuse chain,” Caywood said. “The 
problem is children learn and develop 
the same coping skills their parents 
use when dealing with stress and 
anger ... it’s such a generational 
thing.” 

According to the American Associ- 
ation for Protecting Children, 80 to 
100 percent of all prison inmates were 
abused as small children. Child abuse 
not only victimizes the child and his or 
her family, but also the innocent peo- 
ple of our society. 

“Our children are the future of our 
community, whether or not we have 
children we are all affected by abuse 

. we all pay a very high price in 
terms of human suffering and lost po- 
tential,” said Laura Blanchard, Utah 
County Child Abuse Council. 

There are numerous resources 
available that deal with both the pre- 
vention and aftermath of child abuse. 
A complete directory of the various 
resources available can be obtained 
by contacting the Utah County Child 
Abuse Council.

Richard Ray, D-Ga., asked the Soviets to respond to concerns ex- 
pressed by Defense Secretary Dick Cheney and other Americans that the 





goals of the Soviet Union have really not changed despite the reforms of 


Kremlin leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Pentagon and intelligence sources said preliminary data indicated Soviet 
tank production had risen during the first four months of the year. 

But the statistics were under review, and the surge was believed to be 
temporary and related to plans to close down production lines rather than to 
reflect. Soviet intentions to boost annual output, according to intelligence 
sources who asked not to be identified. 

Andrei Kokoshin, known as one of thearchitects of the Soviet “new think- 
ing” on military affairs, said weapons production had gone down this year. 

Roald Sagdeyev, a prominent reformer elected to the newly created Con- 
gress of Peoples’ Deputies, said Soviet military spending had been cut by 1.5

-Ozone-harming air conditioners banned 


MONTPELIER, Vt. — Vermont is becoming the first state to ban car air 
conditioners that use a chemical linked to destruction of the atmosphere’s 
ozone layer, which protects the Earth from harmful ultraviolet radiation. 

- Car air conditioners are the single largest source of the U.S. contribution to 
ozone depletion, according to scientists and testimony before legislative com- 
mittees. 

. Gov. Madeleine Kunin has hailed the bill, passed May 2 and which she is 
expected to sign within the next two weeks, as “landmark legislation.” 

» Starting with the 1993 model year, the legislation would ban the sale or 
registration of cars equipped with air conditioners that use chlorofluorocar- 
bons, or CFCs, for coolant. Car air conditioners were singled out partly 
because they use CFC12; considered the most damaging type of CFC to the 
ozone layer. Home refrigerators use a different type of CFC. 

Scientists say if the ozone layer is damaged, extra radiation is let in. The 
radiation i increases incidences of skin cancer and eye disease and damages 
plants and animals crucial to the food chain. 


Mom charged with baby’s cocaine death 


ROCKFORD, Ill. — The mother of an infant whose death was linked to 
cocaine abuse during pregnancy has been charged with involuntary 
manslaughter, and the prosecutor defended his action Tuesday against grow- 
ing criticism. 

“The actions of this office reflect the concern, sometimes the outrage, of this 
community that children are born ... at risk, both at birth and for many years,” 
said Winnebago County State’s Attorney Paul Logli. 

But medical and social services officials said the charge could backfire and 

prevent cocaine-abusing mothers-to-be from seeking help. 
. “It’s the incorrect approach. You want to develop an atmosphere where 
they know they can come into.the:health-care system and not be.penalized. A 
punitive approach is not going to benefit the: children,” said Dr. IraJ. Chasnoff 
at Northwestern University Medical School, who has directed studies on the 
effects of prenatal cocaine use. 


Poll says residents approve of Geneva 


A Dan Jones and Associates survey in Utah County confirmed what Geneva

According 
to the poll, 56 percent of those surveyed felt that the jobs provided by Geneva 
Steel.do not compensate for any air pollution created.

seminar will present tips on rape pre- 
vention and what to do after becom- 
ing a victim. 

Bringhurst will also discuss how 
sex crimes may progress in nature. 
Sexual crimes can begin with such 
things as pornography and obscene 
phone calls, and then progressively 
worsen until the act of rape occurs. 

Even though no cases of rape have 
been reported on the BYU campus 
for many years, that does not mean 
that rape does not occur in this area, 
Bringhurst said. Rapes may be occur- 
ring, but they are not being reported, 
he said. 

Rape is an act of violence, not an act. 
of sexual passion. Rapists tend to vic- 
timize females who look vulnerable or 
easily intimidated, he said. 

But, it can happen to anyone. A 
person in a seductive dress is no more 
likely to be assaulted than-any other 
person.
